FU8HING THE IMHOFF PROJECT. 

A conference was held in the city of 
Orange Wednesday night for the pur¬ 
pose of considering the report of En¬ 
gineers Rudolph Herring and John H. 
Gregory on the feasibility of the Im- 
hoff sewage disposal* system in the con¬ 
struction and operation of which the 
city of Orange is asked to co-operate 
with Montclair and East Orange. In 
addition to the city officials there were 
a number of citizens present at the con¬ 
ference, also Mr. Gregory, one of the 
engineers. 

One result of the conference was the 
adoption, of a recommendation that steps 
be taken : to ascertain the condition that 
will be laid down by the State Board 
of Health for the location of the plant 
in Bloomfield and Belleville, j 

Action on a resolution to approve of 
and accept the report was deferred un¬ 
til a regular meeting of the City Coun¬ 
cil to be held Monday night, when 
some of the members of the council 
will vote against it on the ground that 
they do not regard the system as a 
practicable one and that it is going to 
involve Orange in trouble with neigh¬ 
boring municipalities. 

In the conference held Wednesday 
night, the question was asked by one of 
the members of the city council; whether 
or not the disposal works would be a 
nuisance to' either Bloomfield or Belle- 
.ville, and Engineer Gregory promptly 
answered the question in the negative. 

It is but a short time until Monday 
night, but nevertheless the joint com¬ 
mittee of Bloomfield, Belleville and 
Nutley officials that Jias had. charge 6f 
the^_jigfct—agaffisf”the disposal works 
bought to be represented at the Orange 
Cty Council Monday night apd make 
their own answers to any inquiries about 
a possible nuisance. Interested opinions 
from men like Mr. Gregory ought not 
to go unchallenged. 

It is now of imperative necessity 
that steps be taken to contest the Im- 
hoff scheme before the State Board of 
Health. It will be necessary for the 
committee to be well fortified with facts 
concerning the operation of sewage dis¬ 
posal plants in order to combat the 
-theoretical plausibilities of retained en¬ 
gineers and lawyers. 

The present is a critical stage in the 
fight against the location of the Mont¬ 
clair-East Orange imhoff sewage dis- 
pbsal plant here and in Belleville and 
all the governmental and civic bodies 
in all of the three municipalities effected 
ought to get busy at once for a vigorous 
and determined fight. Right and equity 
are on the side of the three municipali¬ 
ties that are fighting the Montclair-East 
Orange project, and if the State Board 
of Health will be governed by a fair 
consideration *of facts it cannot do aught 
else but refuse its consent to the per¬ 
petration of the proposed outrage.
